COLUMBUS,  OHIO,

To  His  Excellency,  Salmon  P,  Citase, 

Governor  of  Ohio : 

Sir  ; I have  the  honor,  herewith,  to  transmit  to  you  the  Twentieth  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Trustees  and  Officers  of  the  Ohio  Institution  for  the 
Education  of  the  Blind.

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Ohio  : 

The  undersigned  having  been  duly  informed  of  their  appointment  as 
Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Institution  for  the  education  of  the  Blind,  met  in 
Columbus  on  the  10th  of  April,  1856,  and,  having  taken  the  oath  of  office, 
organized  by  appointing  R.  R.  Sloan,  President,  and  John  Greiner,  Sec- 
retary. The  office  of  Steward,  then  vacant,  was  filled  by  appointing  Mr. 
J.  A.  Scarritt,  one  of  the  teachers,  Steward,  pro  tern.  All  the  other  offi- 
cers were  continued  until  the  end  of  the  term. 

On  the  23d  of  May  the  Trustees  appointed  Asa  D.  Lord,  M.  D.,  Su- 
perintendent in  the  place  of  R.  E.  Harte,  such  appointment  to  take  effect 
from  July  1st,  1856 ; and  at  the  same  time  Mr.  James  Carlisle,  of  Circle- 
ville,  was  appointed  Steward,  the  appointment  to  take  effect  from  the 
same  date. 

When  the  Institution  came  under  our  charge  the  number  of  pupils  was 
forty-seven.  The  whole  number  of  pupils  entered  during  the  year  end- 
ing July  2d,  1856',  was  fifty-nine.  The  average  attendance  was  about 
forty-seven.  The  number  of  pupils  entered  during  the  present  year,  and 
present  in  the  Institution  on  the  first  of  November  inst.,  was  seventy-four.

The  undersigned  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Institution  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition— that  the  officers  and  teachers  are  discharging  their 
duties  satisfactorily,  and  that  the  health  of  the  pupils  is  good.  A brief 
summary  of  the  history  of  the  Institution,  from  its  foundation,  having 
been  prepared  by  the  Superintendent,  will  be  found  appended  to  his 
report. 

We  consider  the  State  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Dr.  Lord 
for  the  important  post  of  Superintendent. 

. We  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  salary  of 
the  Superintendent  which  is  now  fixed  by  law  at  $1,000.  This  is,  as  it 
seems  to  us,  too  small  a salary  for  a post  that  requires  so  much  experi- 
ence and  training,  and  involves  such  an  amount  of  labor  and  responsi- 
bility. We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  it  should,  at  least,  be  raised  to 
$1,200,  the  amount  paid  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb. 

A financial  statement  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  1,  1856,  and  an  esti- 
mate of  appropriations  needed  for  the  current  year,  will  be  found  in  the 
schedule  hereto  attached.

STJPEEINTENDENT’S  EEPOET. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Institution  j or  the  Education  of  the  Blind: 

Gentlemen:  — In  accordance  with  your  appointment,  I took  charge 
of  the  Institution  the  4th  of  July  last.  The  building  and  many  of  its 
appurtenances  were  found  in  great  need  of  repair,  and  it  seemed  to  me 
important  to  give  my  personal  attention  to  the  repairs  and  improvements 
you  had  authorized  to  be  made.  These,  together  with  the  introduction 
of  Gas  into  the  building,  occupied  nearly  the  whole  of  the  vacation. 

The  number  of  Pupils  enrolled  during  the  year  ending  on  the  2d  of 
July  was  fifty-nine ; of  whom  fifty-five  were  in  the  Literary,  and  four  in 
the  Mechanical  Department;  of  these,  twelve  were  admitted  during  the 
year,  (for  the  first  time)  and  two  were  re-admitted,  for  the  purpose  of 
learning  a trade.  Four  of  the  number  left  before  the  first  of  January, 
one  deceased  in  February,  and  four  others  left  before  the  middle  of  April ; 
five  entered  after  the  thirty-first  of  March.  The  average  attendance 
during  the  year  was  forty-seven. 

The  Report  of  the  Physician  will  show  the  condition  of  the  Pupils  in 
regard  to  health,  etc.,  during  the  year. 

The  exercises  of  the  present  session  commenced  on  the  1 0th  of  Sep- 
tember. The  number  of  Pupils  enrolled  on  that  day  was  thirty-one ; 
during  the  month  sixty-six,  and  up  to  the  close  of  October  seventy-four. 
Of  these,  seventy- one  are  in  the  Literary,  and  three  in  the  Mechanical 
Department.  The  average  attendance  during  September  was  fifty-four ; 
during  October  sixty-nine ; and  for  the  two  months  sixty-three. 

In  accordance  with  the  arrangements  made  at  the  close  of  the  last 
session,  Mr.  John  F.  Follett  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Teacher  at  the 
opening  of  this  year,  but  having  been  invited  to  take  charge  of  the  Pub- 
lic High  School,  of  Columbus,  he  resigned  his  place  on  the  13th  of  Sep- 
tember. 

On  the  15th  of  September,  Mr.  M.  N.  Hutchinson,  formerly  a Teacher 
in  the  Institution,  was  employed  to  take  charge  of  the  Second  Division. 
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The  number  of  Pupils  having  increased  to  seventy,  on  the  13th  of 
October,  Mr.  Thomas  II.  Little,  a graduate  of  Bowdoin  College,  Me., 
was  employed  to  instruct  the  First  Division. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Scarritt  still  remains  in  charge  of  the  Primary  Division  of 
the  School. 

In  commencing  the  course  of  instruction  for  the  year,  my  plan  was  to 
take  charge  of  the  classes  in  each  of  the  Divisions  of  the  School  for  a 
time  sufficient  to  enable  me  to  become  personally  acquainted  with  every 
pupil;  to  ascertain  the  progress  each  had  made  in  the  work  of  mental 
culture  and  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  and  to  learn  the  intellectual 
character  and  capabilities  of  each.  In  accordance  with  this  plan,  my 
time  was  occupied  during  the  first  month  from  four  to  six  hours  each 
day  in  hearing  recitations  and  giving  instruction. 

In  arranging  the  course  of  study  and  instruction,  the  leading  ideas 
which  have  been  kept  in  mind  may  be  staled  as  follows  : 

1.  To  give  to  all  the  pupils  as  thorough  an  acquaintance  as  possible, 
with  all  thq  studies  to  which  they  attend. 

2.  To  give  them  a good  knowledge  of  the  common  branches  of  an  Eng- 
lish education,  before  attempting  any  higher  studies;  and  to  give  to 
those  competent  to  receive  it,  as  extensive  an  acquaintance  with  the 
higher  branches  of  science  as  the  period  of  their  pupilage  will  permit. 

3.  To  make  the  instruction  in  music,  as  in  other  branches,  practically 
useful,  by  giving  to  those  who  attend  to  instrumental  music  an  opportu- 
nity for  practice  upon  such  instruments  as  they  may  be  expected  to  pos- 
sess, after  they  leave  the  Institution ; that  these  attainments  may  be 
sources  of  enjoyment  to  them  through  life  : and  to  give  time  for  the  prac- 
tice upon  the  less  common  and  more  costly  instruments,  only  in  the  case 
of  those  who  are  likely  to  have  the  use  of  such  instruments  hereafter,  or 
to  be  able  to  use  their  knowledge  of  music  as  a means  for  obtaining  a 
livelihood. 

4.  To  make  all  familiar  with  one  or  more  trades  or  employments,  by 
which  they  may  render  themselves  useful  members  of  society,  and,  if 
possible,  obtain  for  themselves  a comfortable  support. 

5.  To  give  such  moral  and  general  instruction  as  is  needed  to  fit  them 
for  the  duties  of  this  life,  and  prepare  them  for  the  life  to  come. 

During  the  brief  period  for  which  the  Institution  has  been  under  my 
charge,  I have  made  such  changes  in  the  studies  and  the  mode  of  instruc- 
tion as  my  experience  and  observation  suggested.  In  relation  to  the  pro- 
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priety  of  these  changes,  or  the  success  of  the  methods  adopted,  no  opin- 
ion will  be  expressed  till  they  have  been  fully  tested. 

MECHANICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  trades  of  brush  making,  and  willow  basket  making,  which  former- 
ly received  a large  share  of  attention,  have  been  found  of  little  service 
to  the  great  majority  of  the  pupils,  from  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the 
materials,  marketing  the  products,  etc.  For  some  time  past,  the  only 
trade  taught  to  the  boys,  with  anything  like  satisfactory  results,  is  the 
making  of  corn  brooms.  It  is  hoped  that  one  or  two  other  trades  may 
be  introduced  with  success  during  this  year. 

The  girls  still  attend  to  plain  sewing,  knitting,  and  bead-work.  By 
the  facilities  which  the  Institution  affords  for  the  sale  of  the  various  fan- 
cy articles  they  manufacture,  many  of  them  are  able  to  earn  a consider- 
able sum  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  were  paid  to 
them  during  the  past  year  for  work  done  in  this  manner.

HISTORY  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 


To  this  twentieth  Report  it  has  been  thought  proper  to  add  a brief 
history  of  the  Institution  from  its  foundation. 

The  Benevolent  Institutions  of  the  State  have,  since  their  establish- 
ment, been  sources  of  just  pride  to  all  our  citizens  ; they  have  done  much 
to  give  Ohio  a name  abroad,  and  to  make  that  name  a praise  both  in 
our  own  and  in  foreign  lands.  The  history  of  these  Institutions  is  full 
of  incidents  of  exceeding  interest,  few  of  which  have  yet  been  recorded  ; 
and  many  of  them  will  still  be  withheld  from  the  public  in  deference  to 
the  wishes  of  those  who  were  most  active  in  bringing  the^n  into  existence. 

The  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  was  opened  in  October,  1829 ; 
the  Institution  for  the  Blind,  in  July,  1837;  and  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  at 
Columbus,  in  November,  1838. 

During  the  session  of  1822-3,  the  Legislature  authorized  an  enumera- 
tion of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  from  which  it  appeared  that  with  a popula- 
tion of  but  little  more  than  half  a million,  (581,434,  in  1820,)  there  were 
428  Deaf  mutes,  exclusive  of  those  in  Athens  and  Hamilton  counties, 
which  were  not  reported.  The  act  for  establishing  the  Institution  was 
passed  during  the  session  of  1826-7,  and  the  school  was  opened  in  rented 
rooms  on  the  16th  of  October,  1820,  and  transferred  to  the  building 
erected  by  the  State  in  the  fall  of  1834. 

The  establishment  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Lunatic 
Asylum,  seems,  in  a great  measure,  due  to  the  intelligence  and  philan- 
thropy of  the  medical  profession  in  the  State. 

Early  in  the  summer  of  1834,  a call  was  issued  for  a State  Medical 
Convention  to  assemble,  in  Columbus,  on  the  5th  of  January,  1835. 
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Among  the  subjects  to  be  brought  before  the  convention  the  call  sug- 
gested the  following : 

“ The  erection  and  location  of  Public  Asylums  for  the  reception  of 
Lunatics  and  the  instruction  of  the  Blind.” 

During  the  session  of  1834-5  the  Legislature  authorized  the  Governor 
(by  a resolution  passed  March  5,  1835,)  to  obtain  the  statistics  of  several 
classes  of  the  unfortunate  of  the  State.  On  the  10th  of  July,  1835,  Gov- 
ernor Robert  Lucas  issued  a circular  to  the  Auditors  of  the  several  coun- 
ties calling  for  the  required  information.  In  his  message  to  the  34th 
General  Assembly,  on  the  7th  of  December  following,  the  Governor  sta- 
ted that  returns  had  been  received  from  fifty-five  counties,  and  that  the 
number  of  Idiots  reported  was  508 ; of  Lunatics,  206  ; and  of  Blind  per- 
sons, 202.  Allowing  for  the  twenty  counties,  not  then  reported,  one- 
fourth  as  many  as  were  found  in  the  fifty-five,  the  number  of  Blind  in  the 
State  was  supposed  to  be,  at  least,  250. 

On  the  11th  of  March,  1836,  the  Legislature  passed  a resolution 
appointing  “Rev.  James  Hoge,  N.  H.  Swayne,  Esq.,  and  Dr.  Wm.  M. 
Awl,  a Board  of  Trustees  for  obtaining  information  in  relation  to  the 
instruction  of  the  Blind  of  this  State  in  letters  and  mechanical  arts,  to 
submit  a full  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  together  with  the 
probable  expense  for  commencing  a public  school.” 

Invited  by  these  Trustees,  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Howe,  the  Director  of  the 
New  England  Institution  for  the  Blind,  at  Boston,  visited  this  State  and 
on  the  23d  of  December,  1836,  gave  an  address  before  the  Legislature, 
and  exhibited  the  proficiency  of  some  of  the  Pupils  of  that  Institution. 

The  Trustees  issued  a circular  to  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  sev- 
eral townships  calling  for  accurate  information  in  reference  to  the  age 
and  circumstances  of  the  Blind.  In  the  returns  made  from  fifty-nine 
counties  287  were  reported ; and  it  was  estimated  that  at  least  60  of 
these  were  in  a condition  to  be  profited  by  instruction.  The  report, 
accompanying  these  statistics,  seems  to  have  settled  all  doubts  in  regard 
to  the  propriety  and  the  duty  of  establishing  a school  for  the  Blind. 

On  the  3d  of  April,  1837,  an  act  was  passed  appointing  a Board  of 
“ Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind.”  The 
Trustees  w'ere  empowered  to  receive  a donation  of  “ not  less  than  nine 
acres  of  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  Columbus”  as  a site  ; to  appoint  a suit- 
able person  to  superintend  the  erection  of  buildings,  at  a cost  of  not  more 
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than  §15,000;  to  rentsuitable  rooms,  to  employ  a Teacher;  and  to  pur- 
chase the  necessary  books  and  apparatus  for  commencing  a school.  For 
the  purpose  of  commencing  the  school  and  purchasing  materials  for  the 
building,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated. 

The  Trustees  rented  suitable  rooms,  secured  Mr.  A.  Penniman, 
who  was  educated  in  the  New  England  Institution,  as  Teacher,  and  on 
the  4th  of  July,  1837,  the  school  was  publicly  opened  by  Dr.  Wm.  M. 
Awl,  Secretary  of  the  Trustees,  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Co- 
lumbus. Five  pupils  were  present,  and  the  Teachers  and  scholars  of 
the  Sabbath  Schools  of  the  city  numbering  some  nine  hundred,  with  other 
citizens,  were  in  attendance.  Before  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  of 
pupils  increased  to  eleven. 

A description  of  the  efforts  required  to  obtain  the  consent  of  some 
parents  to  the  removal  of  their  children  to  the  school,  the  readiness  man- 
ifested by  many  of  the  scholars  themselves,  their  eagerness  to  learn,  and 
the  interest  which  many  of  them  awakened  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
witnessed  their  attainments,  could  they  be  written  would  furnish  material 
for  a volume. 

On  the  10th  of  March,  1838,  an  act  was  passed  defining  the  duties  of 
the  Trustees,  fi.\ing  the  price  of  tuition,  etc.,  at  $120  per  year;  allowing 
the  admission  of  twelve  indigent  pupils  each  year,  who  should  be  sus- 
tained at  the  expense  of  the  State  for  a period  of  five  years.  The  sum  of 
$15,000  was  appropriated  for  completing  the  buildings. 

By  an  act  passed  March  11th,  1843,  the  Trustees  were  authorized  to 
admit  as  State  pupils,  as  many  as  they  should  deem  proper  ; to  continue 
for  two  years  longer  those  whom  they  should  think  too  young  to  be  dis- 
charged at  the  end  of  five  years  ; and  to  receive  indigent  persons  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age  for  the  purpose  of  learning  a trade,  and  retain 
them  for  two  years. 

On  the  11th  of  March,  1851,  the  distinction  between  indigent  and  pay- 
ing pupils  was  abolished,  and  the  maintenance  of  all  pupils  resident  in 
the  State  was  provided  for  at  public  expense  ; parents  being  required  to 
furnish  their  children  with  suitable  clothing,  and  to  defray  their  traveling 
expenses. 

This,  next  to  the  act  for  establishing  the  Institution,  may  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  praiseworthy  ever  passed  by  our  Lsgislature.  Of 
one  hundred  and  eighty-two  pupils  resident  in  the  State,  who  had  beer 
instructed  previous  to  its  enactment,  only  five,  or  one  in  thirty-six,  had 
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been  sustained  by  parents  or  friends.  How  many  had  been  deterred 
from  allowing  their  children  to  enter  from  their  unwillingness  to  be  re- 
ported as  unable  to  support  them,  no  one  can  tell. 

From  its  establishment  till  1852,  this,  like  the  other  benevolent  insti- 
tutions, had  been  under  the  management  of  a separate  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. By  an  act  passed  on  the  28th  of  April  in  that  year  all  these  Insti- 
tutions were  placed  under  the  control  of  one  Board  of  nine  Trustees. 
This  act  look  effect  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1852,  and  continued  in 
force  till  the  present  year.  An  act  passed  the  8th  of  April  last,  placed 
them  again  under  the  charge  of  separate  Boards  of  Trustees. 

During  the  first  three  years  after  the  opening  of  the  school,  it  was  con- 
ducted, and  nearly  all  the  instruction  was  given  by  Mr.  Penniman,  the 
first  Teacher.  During  this  period,  the  average  number  of  pupils  in- 
structed each  year  was  seventeen  and  one-third.  In  the  spring  of  1840, 
Mr  William  Chapin  was  appointed  Superintendent,  and  retained  the 
office  till  the  close  of  the  term  ending  in  August,  1846.  During  these 
six  years,  the  average  number  reported  was  fifty-five  and  one- third. 
After  the  resignation  of  Mr  Chapin,  Mr.  Penniman  acted  as  Superin- 
tendent till  the  spring  of  1848.  During  these  two  years  the  average 
number  enrolled  was  seventy  and  one-half.  On  the  first  of  April,  1848, 
Mr.  George  McMillen  took  charge  of  the  Institution  and  continued  in 
office  till  his  death,  on  the  25th  of  July,  1852.  The  average  number  of 
pupils  for  each  of  the  five  years  reported  by  him  was  seventy.  Mr.  R. 
E.  Harte  was  appointed  Superintendent  in  the  summer  of  1852,  and  re- 
mained in  charge  till  the  close  of  the  term  in  July  last.  The  average 
number  of  pupils  instructed  during  these  four  years  was  sixty-four. 

The  appended  catalogue  shows  that  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  pu- 
pils— one  hundred  and  seventy  males  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
females — have  been  instructed  since  the  Institution  was  founded.  Of 
these,  seventy-four  are  now  pupils  ; nine  were  admitted  temporarily  from 
the  State  of  Indiana ; eight  were  discharged  as  imbeciles ; nine  were 
dismissed  for  improper  conduct ; forty-seven  have  deceased  ; and  thir- 
teen may  yet  return  to  complete  their  term  of  pupilage  : leaving  one 
hundred  and  thirty- five  for  whose  success  in  life  the  Institution  may  be 
considered  in  some  measure  responsible. 

Of  the  seventy-seven  young  men  now  living,  who  left  in  good  stand- 
ing, forty-seven,  or  about  five-eighths,  are  knovvn  to  be  profitably  en- 
gaged in  some  useful  calling.  One,  having  recently  held  a similar  posi- 
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tion  in  Illinois,  is  now  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind 
in  Iowa;  one  was  instrumental  in  founding  such  an  Institution  in  Ten- 
nessee, and  became  its  first  Superintendent;  ten  are  teachers  of  music, 
or  church  organists  ; and  some  thirty-five  are  employed  in  manual  labor, 
most  of  them  at  the  trades  they  learned  while  pupils.  Several  of  those 
deceased  had  also  begun  to  sustain  themselves  as  teachers  or  artisans. 

Of  the  fifty-eight  young  ladies  who  have  left,  four  are  teachers,  four 
are,  or  have  been,  officers  or  assistants  in  this  or  a similar  Institution,  and 
four  have  been  married.  Many  of  the  others  are  known  to  be  useful 
members  of  the  families  to  which  they  belong,  and  to  occupy  a high 
place  in  the  esteem  of  the  society  in  which  they  move. 

Fifteen  of  th«  whole  number  have  been  married.  Forty-nine,  thirty- 
one  males  and  eighteen  females,  have  deceased  ; twenty-four  while  pu- 
pils,  and  twenty-five  after  leaving  school : eleven  of  the  pupils  died  at 
the  Institution,  and  thirteen  with  their  friends. 

The  following  table  contains  a summary  of  the  most  important  items 
in  the  statistical  history  of  the  Institution.  The  statements  of  expendi- 
tures are  taken  from  the  Reports  of  the  Trustees  and  Treasurers.  Until 
1848  it  had  been  customary  to  include  in  the  Reports  the  names  of  the 
pupils  who  entered  up  to  the  time  of  presenting  the  report;  since  that 
time  those  only  who  attended  during  the  session  preceding  the  report, 
have  been  included.  The  second  column  gives  the  number  instructed 
each  school  year;  the  third,  the  number  of  new  pupils  admitted  each 
year  ; and  the  fourth,  the  entire  number  admitted  to  date  ; these,  wdth 
the  sixteen  admitted  during  the  present  session,  make  up  the  tw'o  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  enumerated  in  the  general  catalogue.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Ohio  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind  : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  I herewith 
present  my  report  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Institution  for  the 
Education  of  the  Blind,  for  the  present  year. 

Since  the  date  of  my  last  Report,  there  has  been  one  death.  D.  Wine- 
garner,  a lad  seventeen  years  of  age,  died  during  the  past  Spring.  For 
the  last  few  years  he  had  been  an  invalid  in  both  mind  and  body  ; and  his 
death  was  attributable  to  a scrofulous  diathesis.  With  this  exception  the 
health  of  the  pupils  has  been  as  good  as  could  be  expected  for  persons 
afflicted  with  local  disease,  and  possessing,  as  a consequence  of  this,  very 
feeble  powers  of  resistance  against  affections  involving  the  general  sys- 
tem. Quite  a number  of  the  pupils,  during  the  Spring  months,  as  well 
as  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Institution,  suffered  from  intermittent 
fever.  This  disappeared  on  the  approach  of  Summer. 

As  before  intimated,  persons  laboring  under  any  form  of  blindness, 
partial  or  complete,  become,  from  want  of  exercise,  very  much  enfeebled 
in  their  physical  powers.  This  being  the  case,  it  would  seem  advisable 
that  some  hygienic  measures  should  be  set  on  foot  in  institutions  for  their 
education,  that,  as  far  as  possible,  would  correct  this  state  of  things.  A 
gymnasium,  properly  arranged,  would  seem  to  be  the  most  natural 
method  of  accomplishing  the  object ; and  of  its  practicability  there  is  not 
the  least  doubt. 

Pupils  occasionally  present  themselves  for  admission  to  the  Institution 
who  labor  under  a form  of  blindness  capable  of  being  relieved.  Accord- 
ing to  present  arrangements  these,  as  well  as  any  other,  are  taken  in 
and  educated  as  blind  persons,  unless,  as  may  chance  to  happen,  they 
can  be  prevailed  upon  to  submit  to  proper  treatment.  This  we  regard 
as  a perversion  of  the  objects  of  the  school.  The  only  practical  way  of 
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remedying  this  trouble  is  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  confer  upon  the 
Physician  the  authority  to  decide  upon  the  eligibility  of  pupils  for  admis- 
sion. A rule  of  this  kind  obtains  in  most  of  the  States,  and  the  wonder 
is  why  it  should  have  been  so  long  neglected  with  us. 

Our  connection  with  the  Institution  has  now  extended  through  a period 
of  four  years,  and  it  might  not  be  out  of  place  briefly  to  review  the  depart- 
ment of  which  we  have  had  charge  for  that  time. 

We  find,  by  consulting  our  record,  that  we  have  been  called  upon  to 
encounter  quite  a variety  of  diseases,  not  only  those  incident  to  effeminate 
habits,  but  also  the  usual  endemics  and  epidemics  of  the  region.  There  has 
scarcely  been  a time  when  we  could  regard  the  pupils  as  being  entirely 
exempt  from  the  influences  of  malaria.  We  had  also  in  the  time  an  epi- 
demic of  T^/p/iofc^'fever,  and  one  of  Mumps,  (Parotitis.)  The  former  was 
severe,  prostrating  quite  a number,  and  at  last  rendering  it  necessary  to 
suspend  for  a few  weeks  the  operations  of  the  school. 

Besides  a number  of  minor  operations  on  the  eye,  we  performed  some 
that,  in  technical  language,  are  called  capital.  Among  these  was  one 
very  complicated  for  an  aggravated  form  of  Entropion.  This  case  had 
been  in  the  Institution  for  three  years  previously  to  our  appointment  as 
Physician.  Two  pupils  were  operated  upon  for  Cataract;  one  had, 
according  to  the  history  given,  been  perfectly  blind  for  fourteen  years  ; 
the  other  for  seven  years.  The  case  of  “ entropion  ” was  very  much  re- 
lieved ; the  two  cases  of  “ cataract  ” were  restored  to  sight. 

It  may  now  be  enquired,  what  has  been  the  mortality  of  the  Institution? 
In  looking  over  the  Reports  for  the  last  four  years,  we  find  the  annual 
mortality  to  be  about  one  and  one-Jeurth per  cent.  This,  compared  with 
what  takes  place  elsewhere,  may  be  somewhat  instructive.  The  per 
centum  of  annual  mortality  in  different  countries  is  as  follows  : France, 
2^ ; England,  2^ ; Prussia,  2^ ; Austria,  nearly  3 ; Russia,  3^.  Taking 
the  mortality  statistics  of  our  own  country  for  1850,  we  find  that  the 
deaths  of  that  year  amount  to  320,000,  and  as  a consequence  the  ratio 
of  deaths  to  population  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  1^  per  cent.  In 
our  own  State  the  annual  per  cent,  of  mortality  varies  but  very  slightly 
from  what  obtains  in  the  population  of  all  the  States. 

From  these  statistics  it  is  seen  that  the  annual  mortality  for  a period  of 
four  years,  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  is  actually 
below  what  it  has  been  among  the  people  generally,  either  of  our  own 
State  or  of  the  United  States.  The  circumstance  is  the  more  worthy  of

Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  we  claim  any  undue  agency  m such  results . 

During  the  period  to  which  we  have  alluded,  we  had  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion of  all  the  officers  in  every  thing  we  thought  proper  to  suggest  touch- 
ing the  hygienic  or  medical  management  of  the  Institution,  and  without 
t any  efforts,  however  well  directed,  would  have  proved  fruitless.

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Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  and  before  the  undersigned  entered 
on  his  duties,  over  $400  worth  of  brooms  was  sold,  mostly  on  credit. 
Some  of  these  were  sold  to  persons  having  accounts  against  the  Institu- 
tion, and  the  amounts  were  deducted  from  their  bills,  and  the  balance 
paid  from  the  Auditor’s  Office.  Other  accounts  were  left  unsettled,  and 
some  are  not  yet  closed. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  only  course  left  seemed  to  be  to  make 
an  accurate  estimate  of  the  stock,  etc.,  on  hand  on  the  5th  of  July,  and 
report  from  that  date. 

There  is  on  hand  quite  a quantity  of  materials  for  brushes  and  willow 
baskets,  purchased  some  years  since,  which,  though  they  have  been  re. 
ported  from  year  to  year  at  the  original  cost,  have  been  constantly  dete- 
riorating till  it  is  not  possible  to  state  their  true  value.  These  will  be 
disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage. 

The  sum  of  S9C  22  for  girls’  work,  and  of  $34  75  for  boys’  work,  was 
paid  to  Mr.  D.  L.  Holton,  the  ^rmer  Steward;  and  $G0  14  for  girls’ 
work,  and  $7  20  for  boys’  work,  was  paid  to  Mr.  J.  A.  Scarritt,  late 
Steward,  pro  tern. — making  a total  of  $198  31.  These,  together  with 
some  small  sums  received  for  brooms,  were  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Institution,  and  applied  in  payment  of  current  expenses. 

A summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  a detailed  statement  of 
expenditures  are  hereto  appended.

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TERM  S OF  ADMISSION. 


Applications  for  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  “Superintendent 
of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind,  Columbus,  Ohio,”  and  should  state  the 
name,  residence,  and  post  office  of  the  applicant’s  parent  or  guardian, 
the  applicant’s  name  in  full,  his  age,  the  age  at  which  he  became  blind, 
and  the  supposed  cause  of  blindness. 

Satisfactory  testimonials,  signed  by  respectable  citizens,  must  also  be 
furnished,  embracing  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  following  form: 

“ The  undersigned,  citizens  of ^ county,  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 

represent  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution  for  the  Blind  of  said  State,  that 

they  are  acquainted  with , a blind  boy  who  resides  in  said 

county,  and  that  they  believe  him  to  be  of  suitable  age,  mental  faculties, 
bodily  health,  and  moral  character,  to  receive  instruction. 

“Dated  at , this , A.  D. 

Applicants  must  be  between  the  age  of  six  and  twenty-one  years  j but 
pupils  are  not  usually  received  under  ten . The  regular  course  of  instruc- 
tion occupies  five  years,  and  may  be  prolonged  to  seven  years. 

For  residents  of  the  State,  the  school  is  free,  no  charge  being  made  for 
board  or  tuition,  but  parents  and  guardians  must  provide  their  children 
with  good  and  suitable  clothing,  and  pay  their  traveling  expenses,  and 
should  also  deposit  with  the  steward  a small  sum  for  occasional  expenses. 
For  pupils  residing  out  of  the  State,  the  terms  are  one  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  half  yearly  in  advance. 

The  term  commences  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and 
closes  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  July.  The  proper  time  for  admission 

is  at  the  commencement  of  the  term. 

Vacation  continues  from  the  first  Wednesday  in  July  until  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  in  September.  Pupils  are  expected  to  spend  the  vaca- 
tion at  home  or  with  their  friends.
